1. (Currently Amended) A method for protecting domain name registrations 
with a permanent registration certificate, comprising: 

{a) receiving a request on a permanent domain name system server with eae 
or more processors at least one processor from a client network device with one 
or more proce ss or s at least one processor via a computer network for a 
continued permanent renewal of an existing domain name registration, wherein the 
existing domain name registration was previously registered at a public domain 
name registrar and includes a domain name and associated information collected 
during a domain name registration process on a the public domain name registrar; 

(b) s ending a re s pon s e from the permanent domain name s y s tem s erver 
to the client network device to reque s t a one time permanent regi s tration 

obtaining information associated with the existing domain name 
registration from the public domain name registrar on the permanent 
domain name registration system server via the computer network;

existing domain name registration associated with the permanent registration 
certificate and wherein the fourth additional right is enforced via the third 
party . 
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8. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 1 further comprising: 
issuing co-ownership certificates for the domain name associated with the 

electronic permanent registration certificate as a fifth additional right in the 
additional contract layer from the permanent domain name server , wherein? 
co-ownership certificates allow two or more entities in two or more different locations 
to co-own and co-use one domain name registration associated with the permanent 
registration certificate and wherein the fifth additional right is enforced via the 
third party . 

9. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 1 wherein the step of issuing 
the electronic permanent registration certificate includes issuing a permanent 
registration certificate in a format other than the as a non- electronic permanent 
registration certificate.

23. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 19 wherein the step of 
hosting a permanent web-site includes hosting the web-site on multiple permanent 
domain name system servers.
